Claim Objections

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Limitation of "the stop enclosure" lacks clear antecedent basis in the claim 
whereby it's not clear which structure is being referred to. 



8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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9. Claims 17-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Pat. No. 3,924,886 to Markovitch In view of U.S. Pat. No. 5,531 ,490 to Parker. 

10. Markovitch '886 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : an "abutment" - 
portion to which end 36 abuts that is within "enclosure" 39, a "locking means" - 
including 1 2,20,36 wherein the device of the prior art is inherently capable of assuming 
the three positions claimed as Its geometry and arrangement Is shown In the Fig's. 

1 1 . Although 39 is attached to the frame via 1 6, it's not 'in' the frame as claimed 
where it's noted that the device is shown to be attached on the in-swing side of a door 
that is flush with the frame. However, Parker '490 for example discloses well known 
need for similar function on an in-swing door that is not flush with the interior side of its 
frame. It would have been an obvious design choice or engineering expedient for one 
of ordinary skill In the art at the time of the invention to adapt member 39 of the 
reference to be recessed "in the frame" to accommodate non-flush doors as they are 
well known in the art. One of ordinary skill in the art would have more than a 
reasonable expectation of success since the proposed modification would not otherwise 
affect function of the device. 

12. As regards claim 23, the overhanging architecture and J-shaped cross-section of 
the abutment of the reference anticipates broad limitation for "hook". 

1 3. As regards claim 32, part 50 and its inner functional portion anticipate broad 

limitation for "key".
